that went missing in the Pine Barrens last 
weekend. According to police, the search party, 
consisting of five veteran officers equipped with 
GPS devices and satellite phones, entered the 
Pine Barrens on Saturday morning and almost 
immediately lost contact with police monitoring 
stations.

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Hollander’s Journey 


A Peek Under an Overpass, a Beach and the Inspiration for a Park 


BY DAN RATTINER 


n 1994, the landscape architect Ed Hollander 

drew an interesting architectural plan of 
a little beach in downtown Sag Harbor that 
nobody in the village seemed to have known 
was there. He presented it to the Village Board 
at one of their meetings. 

At the time, the village was planning on 
prettying up the arc of waterfront just to the left 
of Long Wharf as you face it from downtown. 
The Village would soon build a replica of a 
wooden windmill there, sprinkle some sand, 
erect three park benches and, at the edge where 
the grass came down to the water, install a long 
thin artificial beach of sand. This beach would 
be 20 feet wide, about 100 yards long, would run 
parallel to the Lance Corporal Jordan C. Haerter 
Veterans Memorial Bridge to North Haven on its 
eastern side and come to an end at the bridge 


_ abutment where the bridge rises up and the 


water flows into the inner harbor under it. 
Hollander, a landscape architect, had walked 
out on the grass of this little beach many times 
and then, one day, at the abutment, wondered 
what there might be if you just stepped onto 
the abutment itself—there is a concrete path 
there—and by walking under the bridge walk 
around it to the other side. What could it 
be? Hollender strolled under and around, and 
he came upon—sitting in an undeveloped, 


apparently landlocked shoreline and weeds—. 


the prettiest little arc of a beach nobody knew 
was there, accessible on foot under the bridge. 

Thus he drew up the plan showing this 
odd access by going under the abutment. 
Furthermore, he found that the village 
owned this little beach—not an artificial one 
but a real one. It was a Columbus discovers 
America moment. 

The Village was distracted at that time by 


Hollander’s discovery into a filing cabinet. And 
there it lay for 15 more years. Then, for new 
reason, a few people started talking about it. 

Plans were afoot for a private developer 
to build condominiums facing out onto this 
little beach. The beach wouldn’t be landlocked 
anymore. You would obtain. access to it from 
the other way, from behind the 7-Eleven. But it 
would mostly be for the condominium people. 
Reading about that, I thought, Wow, I thought I 
knew every nook and cranny in Sag Harbor, but 
I never knew about this little beach. So I got on 
my hiking shoes, put on a backpack and with 
my wife headed out under the abutment, or, as 
Alice said, down into the rabbit hole. 

It’s very interesting back there, not the least 
reason being the bugs and flies and bushes you 
have to push through to see the whole thing. As 
we looked at it, we saw that adjacent to it was a 
white concrete ruin of a building with the ruin 
of a dock. It must have (Cont’d on next page)

been a fishing station. And maybe before that, 
an old ferryboat landing station from a time 
before there had been a bridge. 

The North Haven bridge was _ originally 
constructed as a public works project during 
the Great Depression in the 1930s. Before that, 
a more rickety bridge existed, and before that, 
ferries took passengers, freight and even horse- 
drawn carriages back and forth between a dock 
at this beach and a corresponding dock on the 
island of North Haven on the other side. Thus 
these ruins remain. There is also a broken down 
bit of road leading, parallel to that building, 
to nowhere. 

Soon | found out there was more history. An 
old railroad spur had been there. Between 1910 
and 1930, train tracks went from Bridgehampton 
to Sag Harbor. People could come out from the 
city on the train, take the spur to Sag Harbor, get 
off at this end of the spur and there you were, 
with a ferry waiting to take you to North Haven. 
It’s in the history books. Another set of tracks 
went out Long Wharf. I tried walking further 
onto West Water Street through the brush. 
It’s blocked. That would be opened for the 
condominiums. If there were condominiums. 

Last week, after numerous meetings with 
Hollander and the public, the village announced 
it is seriously exploring taking over this entire 
two and a half acres of privately owned land 
backing up to the beach by eminent domain. 

I don’t know if the modest attention drawn 
to the area by the “discovery” of this little 
beach caused the developers to propose the 
condominiums or if it was the other way around, 


but now there are two conflicting proposals for 
what should go on here. 

Negotiations began between the village and 
the developers last year, but they got nowhere. 
The property owners had said they proposed a 
public green space as part of the development, 
but they are not interested in selling. As a 
result, the Village has considered this bold 
move to take it all and make it an extension of 
the little park on the other side of the bridge. 
Walk under the bridge. On one side the beach 
looks out to sea, on the other, the beach looks 
out over the inner harbor to the sunset.

Eminent domain is where a government body 
expropriates private property, for fair-market- 
value payment, because it is in the way of a 


needed public amenity. It could be property 


that is needed for a six-lane highway. It could 
be property that is needed for a professional 
baseball stadium. It needs a good reason to be 
taken that way. A government body cannot just 
go around like some big chomping machine and 
take people’s property away from them—but 
then they can and do in such incidences as 
described above. 

The State of New York has to agree that 


there is a unique need to take over a property 
by eminent domain. In this case, a taking for 
a public park adjacent to an existing smaller 
public park in the middle of downtown seems 
a no-brainer. If approval is given, the land is 
appraised, the money is raised, and the transfer 
takes place. 

Imagine Sag Harbor with this park right down 
by the water. It will appear as one park, with the 
bridge to North Haven dividing it in two. Access 
on foot to either side of the park from one to the 
other will be by walking under the bridge. 

Sag Harbor stands at a fork in the road, 
almost literally. It can be a resort town with 
only minimal greenery and parkland down by 
the waterfront, for use mostly by condominium 
owners. Or it can be a resort town with a big 
waterfront park open to all, busy with citizens — 
and tourists in the summertime enjoying the 
day and waiting for the sun to set over the Sag 
Harbor boat basin and inn down the way. 

Some villages in these parts have lots of 
open space downtown. Others have only a 
little. All are historic and gorgeous. But only 
one of them has a commercial center that sits 
waterfront, bustling with strollers and, on its 
periphery, has no shopping centers or chain 
stores as you get to it. That village is the old 
whaling village of Sag Harbor, and restoring 
and opening up the waterfront for all is a 
stupendous idea. 

And the name? It’s already been named. It’s 
the John Steinbeck Waterfront Park, in honor of 
that village’s most famous citizen.

ast July, I announced my intention to run 
for President in 2020. At the time, 16 people

I can’t read. Is there some requirement that | 
have to be able to read?”

The 


building that was once the Suffolk Museum is 
now The Jazz Loft, a jazz museum, education 
_ center and performance space. 

Tom Manuel is the man behind the renovation. 
A prolific musician, Manuel recently gained 
distinction for his private jazz collection. “I 
had this reputation. I’m a jazz musician, and | 
always wanted to hang with the old jazz guys, 
because, you know, who’s cooler than the

founded, one in Liberia, and another in Haiti. 

Stony Brook is undergoing a cultural rebirth, 
and The Jazz Loft is at the center of the revival. 
“This stuff, it’s the story of jazz,” says Manuel. 
“Itll be cool to see it finally have a home... 
nothing, nothing beats music live. You feel 
the music, the energy, the applause. That’s 
priceless....nothing beats the real thing.” 

Nowadays the real thing is in Stony Brook 
Village, playing across Roseland Ballroom 
floors. It’s a medley of one man’s passion, one 
genre’s history and one community’s dedication 
to the past and the future. && 


old guys? They knew I appreciated their life’s 
reputation as the guy to give stuff to.” Manuel Take a peek into the new Jazz Loft 
amassed hundreds of instruments and artifacts. 
His collection includes the complete basement 
recording studio of jazz bassist Milt Hinton, and 
the bass from the recording of “Stand By Me.” 

“I was already doing the museum thing,” 
Manuel says. “I just didn’t have the museum.” 
The Ward Melville Heritage Organization 
reached out, informing Manuel that if he had 
the collection, they had the museum for him. 

The Jazz Loft already has its share of fans. 
The building’s $500,000 restoration has been 
crowd-sourced from the community. “No one 
has given a huge amount,” says Manuel. “But 
people are giving, giving, giving. Our list of 
people who have donated is a mile long.” 

The building itself is a piece of Stony Brook’s 
history. The main structure and performance 
hall, now christened Club Q, is the old town 
fire department. The other half of the building 
is The Stone Jug, a historic tavern that was 
immortalized by painter William Sidney Mount. 
In 1940, the buildings were converted into the 
Suffolk Museum (now the Long Island Museum), 
but were abandoned as the museum outgrew SKYLIGHT REPAIR © STEEL 
the space. Manuel has preserved as much of | onimcrai ast ee CHIMNEY 
the original buildings as possible. At the same Z CAPS 
time, he’s bringing in new histories, specifically 
from New York City’s jazz scene. Club Q’s 
bandstand is made from the dance floor of New 
York’s Roseland Ballroom. The green railing of 
jazz club Jimmy Ryan’s is ringing the bar, with 
Edison Ballroom chandeliers hanging above. 

The Jazz Loft isn’t just a museum and 
performance space. It also hopes to contribute 
to local music education. “Some older people 
complain about kids having bad taste in music,” 
Manuel says. “But, kids just haven’t been 
exposed to different genres. When | introduce a 
kid to jazz, I never hear ‘thanks, but no thanks.” 
In addition to teaching children, the Jazz Loft 
will collaborate with Stony Brook University 
Hospital to bring music therapy to veterans, 
and to people suffering from Alzheimer’s and 
dementia. Manuel also hopes to begin a class 
specifically for older people who once played 
instruments, but haven’t played in years. There 
will be classes for all levels of musicianship. 

But most of all, Manuel hopes to use the 
Jazz Loft as a way to give back. “We live in this 
beautiful village with fantastic schools, but 
some places aren’t so lucky,” Manuel says. “I’m 
thinking, give kids concerts for free. Give them 
a field trip. Let them have fun.” Club Q will 
be teaming up with Stony Brook University’s 
radio station to live-stream performances to 
the public. And, any profits made by The 
Jazz Loft will fund two music schools Manuel

“Your wedding day is not the day to experiment 
with trendy colors,” says Cherise Loren, a freelance 
makeup artist based in Westhampton who has 
worked with brides to help them create their 
desired wedding day look. “You still want to look 
like yourself.” 

Just like choosing a wedding dress and the overall 
feel of the event, picking the right wedding day 
makeup is an important decision. Loren suggests 
that brides always have a trial with a makeup 
artist before the big day, as experimenting with 
makeup beforehand will help a bride’s day-of prep go 
more smoothly. 

At the trial, brides should try to mimic their 
wedding-day look as much as possible. For example, 
if a bride’s wedding day is during the summer, she 
should try her makeup out only after her skin has 
become as tanned as she anticipates it will be on her 
wedding day. Loren also recommends that the bride 
wear a shirt that mimics the color of her dress to her 
trial. “Makeup looks different with different colors,” 
explains Loren. 

It’s also important to take a photo of your 
makeup at the trial, to give the bride a better 
impression of how her face will look in the 


hundreds of pictures taken that day. 

When choosing makeup, always make sure to opt 
for long-lasting formulas. For MAC users, their pro 
long wear line is a great option. “You want makeup 
to be waterproof and smudge proof,” says Loren, 
as crying and celebratory hugs and kisses. from 
guests are the norm on wedding days. If you want 
a bold lip color, Loren recommends a lip stain for 
coverage longevity. 

Everyone wants flawless, glowing skin. Though 
each bride’s look is unique to her personal 
preferences, Loren sees a trend in brides asking 
her to use makeup highlight. But, brides should 
be careful as far as where they’re putting their 
highlights, and make sure to not go overboard. The 
top of your cheekbones and the top of the brow are 
best for highlights; from there, brides should go with 
what they’re used to. 

On the day of your wedding, getting your makeup 
done can require up to 45 minutes, so a bride 
should allot enough time to get ready without feeling 
rushed. If your bridesmaids are getting their makeup 
done as well, it’s recommended that you choose two 
makeup artists, to cut down on the amount of time 
necessary. Loren cautions that bridesmaids should 
have a slightly different look than the bride, so as not 
to take away from her unique glow. 

Loren also works with brides who request a natural 
look. The key to a natural look is the eyebrows—they 
should be lightly filled in and highlight the face. Next, 
to open up the eyes, use mascara and a very thin 
eyeliner line. The lips should be soft, in peachy pink

or nude tones. And no contouring on the skin. 

To prep for the wedding, Loren suggests that 
brides should stick to their normal routine. The night 
before the wedding and the morning of, don’t do 
anything out of the ordinary. Things like spray tans 
and waxing should be done in advance. If a bride 
wants to go the spray tan route, she should have a 
trial before the wedding as well, to ensure that the 
desired color is achieved.

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New Book Explores Hamptons in the Off-Season

he Hamptons is famous for beautiful beaches, 

rolling green golf courses, Rodeo Drive-like 
shopping and generally being, to quote the well-worn 
media trope, a “playground for the rich and famous.” 
But there’s another Hamptons—the stark, grey, 
cold and often desolate place locals know well from 
October to March. This is the Hamptons in author 
Matt Marinovich’s sizzling new thriller, The Winter 
Girl (Doubleday, 2016), and his book is so much 
better for it. 


A summer visitor to Southampton since childhood, 
Marinovich is keenly aware of the _ region’s 
undercurrents of class struggle, us-against-them 
attitudes and the thousands of homes left empty for 
nine months a year. One such house was the real-life 
inspiration for, and a critical piece of, The Winter Girl. 

The book’s tension takes hold when Scott—a 
struggling photographer who is staying in Shinnecock 
Hills with his wife Elise to care for her terminally ill 
father—notices a bedroom light in the vacant home 
next door turn off at precisely 11 p.m. every night. 
With bills piling up and his marriage eroding, Scott’s 
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curiosity about 
the light and the 
house becomes a 
welcome distraction 
and then obsession, 
even after it’s clear 
the light is on an 
automatic timer. 

Eventually, no 
longer able to resist, 
Scott breaks in. Then 
he brings his wife to 
the house and their 
naughty, voyeuristic 
adventure ignites a 
sexual passion the 
couple thought long 
gone between them. 
But in a moment, Scott and Elise make a sinister 
discovery that sets them along a much darker path. 

What follows is a page-turning, sexy and brutal 
ride that will linger and haunt readers well past 
reading the final poignant, vicious words. 

Marinovich, who wrote his first draft of The Winter 
Girl during a dizzying eight-week burst of inspiration 
while staying at his mother’s home in Southampton’s 
Atterbury Hills, recently took some time to answer 
questions and discuss the book. 


“The Winter Girl” popped up on the “Dan’s Papers” 
radar because it takes place in the Hamptons. Have 
you spent a lot of time out here? 

I was fortunate enough to have a family that had 
a house out there. I’m very familiar with it, but have 
mixed feelings about Southampton...It’s got it all 
going on out there as far as the conflict between 
wealth and people working for the wealthy...I’d love 
to love Southampton but | always feel like when | 
get out there in the summer there’s something else I 
hate about.it. I think a lot of people experience that 
conflict. It’s a love/hate thing is what I’m trying to 
say...If there’s any place I would want to eventually 
live when I was older, it would be Southampton, but 
I have such mixed feelings about it. 


The fact that you describe Shinnecock Hills and 
mention Hampton Bays in the book makes it seem 
like you really know the area. What brought you 
out here? 

I was getting a divorce, so I was out. at my 
mother’s place she had at the time in 
Atterbury Hills. I was out there alone and that 
was the whole inspiration for the book because 
I got bored and started walking around [outside] 
the house next door that was unoccupied. 


Was there an automatic light? 

There was an. automatic light and there 
was furniture inside and there was liquor that 
was half full on a cabinet and you know, photographs 
on the dresser...as if it was left and that 
someone would come back. It was creepy. And 
it was falling apart. The insulation was coming 


_ off the windows, the shingles were coming off, 


but everything was intact inside. You could 
see books, coffee table books, the fake palm 
tree—the fake ficus tree. But I never went inside. 
So instead in the following weeks I would just 
spend at my mother’s place next door writing a 
novel about what would have happened if I had 


gone in. &.

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I Never Promised You a (Pruned) Rose Garden

After a good winter diversion 
(not a rest for me as I work in 
my-.art studio in winter) my 
co-workers and I will return to 
garden work tomorrow. Ow! 
The switch is so difficult for 
about three weeks until my 
body adjusts. Spring work is 
the most intense and | feel like 
I’m jumping into the deep end 
of the pool and must paddle 
hard to make it to safety.... for 
about three weeks, that is. 

I like to leave gardens mostly uncut in fall to 
accommodate insects and birds so spring cleanup 
begins with the cutting back of ornamental grasses, 
but not because they NEED to be cut back first. They 
probably don’t look very good right now and cutting 
them back makes a garden look fresh right away. 

Next roses get pruned and they NEED to be pruned 
now. Some gardeners prune roses in the early winter; 
I do it now. This year they are farther along than 
usual at this time, so I will go to every house that 
has roses and prune before finishing any more of 
the cleanup at any other properties. Rose pruning 
is as much art as it is science. If you have roses, 
do some research before pruning. You will need 
to know what kind of rose you have as they are all 
pruned differently.

This is the way I do it: 

One of the significant reasons to prune roses is 
to keep air moving through the plant, which helps 
keep funguses in check. Always keep this in mind 
when doing your pruning. Dead and injured canes 
are removed first. Any canes smaller than a pencil get 
removed from all kinds of roses. All cuts on all roses 
are made just above a bud facing the outside of the 
plant. Any canes growing into the middle of the plant 
get cut back to the intersection from which they 
grow. Tea roses get reduced by at least a third. Shrub 
roses can be reduced a lot or a little, depending on 
the size you want them to be when they flower. 

Climbing roses are more difficult. Remove all 
dead or injured canes and any smaller than a pencil. 
Assuming that the form of the rose and its place to 
climb have been determined, remove any canes that 
are not conforming to plan. Remove old canes that 
have finished their job and are tired-looking. Be sure 
to tie in new, fat canes produced last year and any 
old ones that need retying. Cut the side laterals on 
canes that bloomed last year to two buds and be sure 
the last bud faces the outside of the plant. I don’t 
like climbing roses to be thick with canes on their 
supports so I might even remove good ones to keep 
the layer thinner. 

Rambling roses are another matter. They really 
need only minimal pruning assuming they have been 
planted where they can, indeed, ramble. | might 
remove some canes and even some larger ones to 
help open up the plant. They are supposed to be

rather wild and sprawling with long canes and are 
tied only enough to keep the plant in place. Fairy 
roses are also rather wild growing so I remove tiny 
and small canes and reduce the plant by a half. 

Supposedly Knock Out roses don’t need to be 
pruned but I do remove any dead or injured canes 
as well as small canes and canes growing into the 
middle of the plant and I reduce the plant by a third 
to half. 

I enjoy the challenge of rose pruning and the pace 
of concentration it requires. g@.

hef and co-owner Matthew Guiffrida’s Muse at 
the End, which is open year-round, has quickly 
become a popular locals’ hangout. Its relaxed, beachy 
scene with seasonal outdoor seating is very Montauk. 
The place was hoppin’ on a recent Thursday night. 
The menu is the same as the one at sister restaurant 
Muse in the Harbor (in Sag Harbor), 
so I know it well. Both Muses offer 


a $30 “Economy Gastronomy” 
prix fixe. 
My dining companion Chef 


Bunnii Buglione and I wanted to 
try some of our favorite dishes 
in the atmosphere at The End. | 
started with a Muse Rum Punch 
of Montauk Rumrunners Coconut 
Rum, Sag Harbor Rum, pineapple 
juice, orange juice, maraschino 
cherries, and orange, lemon and 
lime slices. Just as our effervescent 
server Bianca promised, this drink 
took me right back to summer. 
Bunnii got appetized with the 
Bacon-n-Eggs_ Breakfast Salad. 
I was “forced” to eat its French 
toast croutons, as Bunnii is a 
gluten-free consumer. She quite 
liked the salad’s chunk of grilled 
pork belly, poached egg, frissée 


She said, “I wish all salads could be like this!” 

I also “had to” eat my dinner roll with most of the 
complimentary dried tomato spread. It is. so salty- 
good. Bunnii sampled the spread and agrees. 

My cauliflower tempura was all that it should be— 
light, piping hot and savory. I enjoyed another app as 
my entrée—the creamy Shrimp-n-Grits with blistered 
sweet peppers.

The stunner of the evening was 
Muse’s_ beautifully fried oysters 
on delish griddled johnny cakes 
with caper aioli, Gorgonzola and 
microgreens.

I made 
a Dutch oven full of Beef Stew a 
la Bordelaise with caramelized 
carrots and turned potatoes 
from Hillary Davis’s Le French 
Oven (Gibbs Smith 2015) 
and served it with glasses of 
Wolffer Estate Vineyard’s 2012 
Cassango, a hearty cabernet 

: : sauvignon. I topped the stew 
with our first RECrest of the season—fresh chives. 
] don’t often cook meat at home, let alone red 
meat, but I was inspired by this gorgeous cookbook 
and the fact that I was trying to talk my husband 
into expanding our garden. Meat make caveman 
happy man. 

Husband has the upper body strength needed to 
turn that sod under. | NEED to expand our garden 
to grow MORE beets, cabbage, carrots, eggplant and 
fennel. | know this in my farm girl bones because 
I just finished reading Steven Rothfeld’s cookbook 
Israel Eats. 

Israel Eats is Rothfeld’s first cookbook. He is mainly 
a photographer based in California’s Napa Valley. 
Of course, Rothfeld’s gorgeous photos grace this 
book, as well as cookbooks by Wolfgang Puck, Joél 
Robuchon and Nancy Silverton. I met Rothfeld a 
couple of months ago in Sagaponack at a shoot for 
Hillary Davis’s next cookbook, Les Desserts, which is 
due out in August. 

The photos in /srael Eats are at once arresting and 
serene, not unlike the photographer himself. When I 
first met him, Steven was very excited that he’d spent 
the day touring East End wineries. | mentioned that |

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was very taken with Wolffer’s Cool as Well Sparkling 
Blanc de Blanc. He pulled a little face and informed 
me that he “likes his bubbles smaller.” I admired and 
respected him immediately. 

Steven’s passion for all that is edible and beautiful 
is infectious and it comes through in his first book. 
Inspired by the sights and people and produce of 
Israel, and the cheeses and orchards and cows and 
history and passion of Israel, Rothfeld presents a 
slice of life well lived—a heady mix of cultures that 
share a love of and dedication to unforgettable food. 

As he writes in the introduction, “In the time I spent 
wandering around this small country notorious for 
sorrow and conflict, I discovered humor, celebration, 
endless holidays, and a vibrant cuisine.” 

Chef Nancy Silverton joined Rothfeld on some of 
his delicious adventures exploring restaurants, farms 
and bakeries. She contributed several recipes to the 
book including “Nancy’s Cauliflower Focaccia.” The 
two have worked together on three previous books. 

Rothfeld asserts that in the rich melting pot that 
is Israeli cooking, “The flavors are complex but 
in harmony. The dishes are sometimes exotic but 
always approachable.” So too are the many recipes 
in this cookbook. Here’s a short list of what I plan to 
make: Cauliflower “Tabouli,” Roasted Beet Carpaccio, 
Fried Artichokes with Labneh (a yogurt cheese), 
Challah with Olives, Anchovies and Oregano; Vegan 
Chocolate Mint Cake, Stuffed Cabbage Cake, Peach 
Tart Tatin and Falafel Shrimp with Eggplant Spread. 

Summer will be the best time to prepare many 
of the dishes as they rely on using the freshest 
ingredients. Our local farmers markets are great 
but I envision picking the fruits of my own labor 
(and Husband’s) and slicing them up for lunch—like 
the restaurant Gan Yarak (“vegetable garden”) in 
Moshav Zofar that is described in this cookbook. 


It’s a restaurant INSIDE of a greenhouse! 

Don’t tell Husband: We need to REALLY expand 
our garden this season. In addition to our usual 
crops—and more of them—we need to grow our first 
artichokes, black garlic, cauliflower, hyssop, kohlrabi 
and mallow. I also envision a whole patch devoted to 
chickpeas. My Italian great-uncle Mike used to grow 
them every summer in East Aurora, NY, so I know 
that it can be done. I long to shout, “Welcome to 
my hummuseria!” 

This is a lot to take on but if] can just approach some 
of the beauty in /srael Eats I'll be satisfied. As Rothfeld 
writes, “A stressed vine yields intense fruit.” gi
